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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: In a 
previous interview, applicants had requested the rejoinder of claims drawn to SEQ ID NO: 34 with the claim set under 
examination, drawn to SEQ ID NO: 3. It was agreed that such rejoinder would be considered if it could be shown that 
the two sequences were related. During the instant interview, Joseph Ricigliano indicated that, on evidence of a 
BLAST n search, that SEQ ID NO: 34 consists of nucleotides 1-5271 of SEQ ID NO: 3. Accordingly, since SEQ ID NO: 
34 is considered to be a fragment of SEQ ID NO: 3, claims drawn to both SEQ ID NOS: 3 and 34 will be examined in 
the next Official action.. .
